Rallies for and against Prop 14 are peaceful 


Rally to 
‘free the 


workers’

The passage of Proposition 14 this 
Tuesday will “free the farmworkers 
rom the modern slavery that they are 
inder,” said Mack Lyons, United 
Farmworkers executive board 
nember, to a crowd of nearly a hun- 
jred students, Tuesday, in the Univer- 
sity Union Quad. He was one of four 
speakers on hand fora four -hour “Yes 
»n 14” rally co - sponsored by Mecha 
and the United Farmworkers 

Presentations at the rally which 
was designed to “inform people and 
acquire volunteers” for the ballot 
measure, also included the Latin - jazz 
sounds of Freddy's Band and a 
satincal shut 

Once a Delano farmworker 
himself, Lyons told students that the 
entire country will be watching and 
affected by the results of Tuesday's 
Lyons was also a union 
Cola’s Flonda 


election 
organizer on Coca - 
plantation 

“Give the farmworkers the nght to 
decide for themselves what they want 
to do with their lives,” he said, “Just 
like you students are able to decide for 
yourselves what course you want to 
take in your life Give farmworkers 
that chance.” 

After Lyons spoke, CSUS Instruc- 
tor Jose Montoya read his poem 
“Faces at the First Farmworkers 
Constitutional Convention.” The 
convention was held in 1973 at Fres- 
no 

A spoof entitled “Proposition 
2000" was pertormed after Montoya's 
poem. In the spoof, the “Committee 
lor Hope on 14” pilots to reinstate 
slavery once Proposition 14 1s beaten 

‘Once Proposition 14 goes down in 
defeat, hundreds of thousands will 
continue to starve and continue to 
fepend on us,” shouts the committee 
chair “Slaves to economic depression, 

unemployment and poverty. If 
treedom ts nothing left to lose then 
slavery is the ultimate freedom.” 

At one point during the skit, a 
farmworker is discovered among the 
committee and quickly sprayed with 
insecticide’ When the poison doesn't 
seem to have any effect and “Rod- 
riguez” escapes, the committee ts cer- 
tain that he's a farmworker

Farmworkers have the right to vote 
tor the labor union of their choice 
without Proposition 14 and will do so 
in elections to be held next month 

This, according to rancher Howard 
Wackman, is one of the reasons the 
Farmworkers Initiative should be 
defeated by California voters next 
week. Wackman, first vice - president 
ot the Californa Farm Bureau. 
presented the No on 14 side before an 
estimated one hundred = students 
gathered on the University Union's 
south lawn Wednesday afternoon 

The Elk Grove rancher told 
students that a new and improved 
Agricultural Labor Relations Board 
(ALRB) has been financed with over 
$7? millon to hold farmworker elec- 
tions beginning November |. That 
amount, he says, should be enough to 
keep elections running until June 30, 
1977 


“It's no one’s fault but Governor 
Brown's if this money is not ade- 
quate.” Wackman said. “He was the 
one who proposed this budget in the 
first place.” 

Wackrnan said that the new ALRB 
is “a little smarter” than the board 
which organized elections last vear but 
an out of money this last February 
Because of better employee training,

However, Dean of Admissions 
Duane Anderson disagrees. He 
believes all that is necessary is an ad- 
mimustrative adjustment 

“if a student came in here with 32 
units, and hasn't taken any classes 
which we consider ‘major contem- 
porary social issues’, could we require 
him to take nine units in this area” The 
answer is we cannot.” Anderson said 

Would a transfer student who had 
not completed the nine units in social 
issues be able to meet the GE re- 
quirements’ “Yes,” said Anderson 
“Unless he had less than 32 units of GE 
completed. Then, he would be able to 
complete the nine units without going 
over 40.” 

Even then, Anderson says, such a 
student would not have to complete 
the nine units if he or she still had to 
complete those courses which are re- 
quired under the education code 

Faculty Senate Chair Erwin Kelly 
also believes that no legal problems 
eviot He said, “It can be worked out.” 

Stuckey says that the amendment 
can be adjusted to meet Title Five. She 
said that compliance could be reached 
by rewnting the language in parts of 
the amendment 

If the amendment passes, it will 
become part of the new GE package, 
which will be placed vefore a referen- 
dum sometime in November

Toy universe created

It looks something like a huge toy - 
a clear plastic sphere encased in wire. 
But it is not something to bounce or 
kick or throw. It is a piece of 
functional art designed by Carl 
Wahistron, a 66 - year - old CSUS 
student. 

Wahlstron’s creation is a model of 
the universe. The sphere is a map of 
the universe as the present day 
navigator perceives it. The carved 
wooden replica of the Aztec calendar, 
which serves as a base, represents the 
ancient concept of the universe 

A former civil service artist and art 
editor of Navigator Magazine, 
Wahlstron built the 5 - foot structure 
is a CSUS art class project. However, 
he has been planning its construction 

r over 25 years 


\t the center of the orb ts the Ear- 
th’s solarsystem. Major constellations 
are painted on the sphere’s surface 
The wire cage which surrounds it 
represents the longitudes and latitudes 
1 Earth. By extending earthly coor- 
ditiates into space, navigators are able 
to determine the position of the 
umverse at any) given time 


There is more to the model, 
though, than simply science 
Wahlstron spoke with enthusiasm as 
he explained the philosophy behind its 
design 


‘This is to help communicate the 
idea that we can be citizens of the 
universe without sacrificing in the 
least being a citizen of any nation,” 
Wahlstron said 


The art piece represents and sup- 
ports the existence of the universal 
man, says Wahistron, who has been a 
student of esotenc philosophy for 40 


vears 


“The universe is regarded as an 
enemy, as 4 hostile universe.” 
Wahlstron said. “A philosophy 
Professor once told me that the 
iniverse Is one thing, but man and his 
ideas are something else. It's that type 
thing that got me going.” 


\ close relationship exists between 
he legends of the universe found in 
every civilization and the way modern 
man sees the universe, Wahlstron said 
Certain beliefs are universal and tie 
mankind together. This relationship is 
shown by joining the ancient calendar 
and the modern universe together in

Wahlstron attempted to get it dis- 
played in CSUS’s University Union 
but “they said it would not be accep- 
table.” he said 

According to Mrs. Lidgard, coor- 
dinator of the Union's art lounge, the 
art displayed there ts only chosen from 
work submitted in a competition each 
spring. Inaddition, no facilities for the

Coordinator of Nursing Student 
Affairs, Dariene Cavallo, says there is 
a steady increase of male applicants 
for the clinical nursing program at 
CSUS. 

According to Cavallo there are 2! 
male nursing students out of a total 
enrollment of 133. This number does 
not include males in pre - nursing 
courses 


Cavallo attnbutes the increase to 
the many medics and corpsmen from 
Vietnam who are looking for alter- 
Natives to becoming doctors. 

Jim Comins, CSUS’s first male 
nursing teacher, said there is an in- 
crease of male nurses on the West 
Coast and that's one reason he came 
here. He graduated from the Univer- 
sity of Wisconsin in 1972 


Comins received his Bachelor of 
Science Degree in nursing and went on 
for his masters when he found he en- 
joyed teaching “Many men arc 


becoming nurses but not very many go 
on to get their masters so they can 
teach,” said Comins. ' 

CSUS has a higher male nursing 
student enrollment than the national 
average. 

Greg Haines, CSUS nursing 
student, feels there is a lot more accep- 
tance of males in the nursing field now 
than before. “Some females still feel 
threatened by the male nurse though,” 
said Haines. 


The assumption that male nurses 
are homosexuals is still common says 
Haines. “There are still very rigid at- 
titudes towards males in nursing.” 

Nursing student Linda Moore feels 
the whole question of homosexuals in 
the nursing program at CSUS 4s “non - 
applicable.” “There shouldn't be any 
concern with homosexuals — male or 
female — in nursing.” 


Moore does not feel threatened by 
the males and says there should be 
greater male involvement in nursing

New BOJ policies

In an effort to clarify the purpose 
of the Board of Justice (BOJ), a new 
set of poliaes and procedures are be- 
ing used to review student gnevances 

Chief Justice Ted Blair initiated 
this overhaul “Most students 
misunderstand the function of the 
BOJ because they don't understand its 
principles,” he said 

The Board of Justice can be direc- 
tly compared to the Supreme Court; it 
is separate from the executive and 
lepslative bodies. “Students don't 
know that we have imitations. We can 
only deal with cases that are justified 
by ‘real’ law In other words, the 
litigates (the people involved) must be 
injured by the application or misuse of 
areal law In this case, we work under 
the ASI Constitution as well as the 
orugnal. We obviously have to go by 


the same rules.”

Blair said that the BOJ receives 
petitions that they cannot act upon 
such as the petition concerning ex - 
senator Tony Mazy against AS! 
President Dave Ferris. “Mazy sub- 
mitted a petition that was in the form 
of hypothetical questions concerning 
a political position. We do not have 
the authonty to give political advice 
He should have gone to the attorney 
general or received counseling before 
he submitted that petition to the BO- 
}.* Blair said 

Resolution number four, a 
proposed ASI senate law which deals 
with the recall of senate members has 
also been before BOJ A senate 
member, Suzanne agg, petitioned to 
keep the resolution off the ballot The 
BOJ issued an injunction and gave 
Tage 10 days to present her case.

Pros and cons of all three types of

When buying a stereo, there are 
three basic types of equipment that 
you can buy. The three are consoles 
compacts, and components. By look- 
ing at the pros and cons of all three 
you can make a decision of whichtype 
is best for your own use 

First of all, lets look at consoles. A 
basic definition of what a console ts 
would be any single unit containing all 
ot the separate parts that make up a 
stereo, including amplifier, turntable 
AM - FM tuner, and speakers. A tape 
deck could also be included if desired 

There is one advantage to getting a 
console. They normally house the 
sound equipment in a beautiful piece 
of furniture that looks good ina living 
room. This, however, 1s where the 
good points end and the bad points 
begin 

As a piece of furniture a console ts 
fine, but for any type of quality in 
sound reproduction, you are going to 
tind that the good looks don't match 
the poor sound that comes out of the 
speakers 

There are several reasons for this

Ihe people that make quality audio 
equipment dont make consoles for 
yne These manutacturers realize that 
for the best sound you have to have 
speakers that are apart from the amp 
and turntable and can be set up in the 
most advantageous part of the room 
to get the best sound 

Secondly, the people that make 
consoles are not normally known for 
great stereo gear. soi! your looking tor 
the best stereo equipment that vour 
money will buy vou will want to stay 
clear of consoles because of the poor 
quality of sound reproduction and the 
expense of the manufactunng of the 
furruture 

The second category of stereo 
equipment is the compacts. These are 
the most popular of the models on the 
market today for many reasons. For 
one they are fairly inexpensive, and 
you can get a complete set - up for 
under $150 This is not to say that 
Peter Frampton is going to “come 
alive” with the purchase of a unit like 
this, Because if is a poor quality unit 
and is only made for the purpose of 
getting this pnce range cornered inthe 
competitive stereo market

Both 
Pioneer and Panasonic make some 
compact models that can give vou 
g00d stereo and not cost you a lot 
There are some things to look out for 
in buying a compact, and to the unin- 
formed they are not easily noticed 

One is to stay away from names 
that are not familiar to you. Buying 
name brands when buying stereo ts as 
important as buying name brands of 
any other product. As ts the case in 
many places. buying what a salesman 
tells you 1s good 1s sometimes what 
turns Out to be a very expensive mis- 
take and hassle 

There are some drawbacks to a 
compact unit. These are that the 
specifications are not quite as good as 
components and as a direct relation- 
ship the sound will generally not be 
quite as good. The turntable ona com- 
pact unit is not as good as a separate 
turntable and that makes a big 
difference in the fife of your records 
The tone arm in a compact will be 
weighted (tracking) at anywhere from

The best way to get good stereo 
sound 1s to get components. The ex- 
pense is not that great in comparison 
to the quality sound that you can 
really enjoy and the wear that you save 
on your records 

Of the three groups, components 
have the best specifications, the most 
flexibility, and the least problems 

Most people today are getting into 
component stereo for these reasons 
The cost of getting a good component 
system is so small in comparison to the 
cost of a compact of lesser quality 
That it makes it worth your time to 
check out the separate components 
and see just what you can get for the 
money. At most stereo stores, in this 
area, you can get a good set - up for 
less than $200. This will get you 
Started on the way to having a good 
sound system 


Skinned beings in Gallery

They almost look like a medical ex- 
penment from Dachau or Auschwitz. 
where someone skinned human beings 
alive and hung their leathery skin on 
the wall for everyone to beware. But it 
isn't. it is Jon Palmer's very compell- 
ing and repelling art exhibit called 
“From the Body” on display at the 
CSUS main art gallery until 
November § 


Some people describe their at- 
traction for Palmer's “skins” asa love - 
hate relationship. He captures the sen- 
suous essence of the human form: hair 
flows wildly from the tlted head, deep 
curves shape breast and waist and 
hips, and dark, earthy dyes color the 
skins warmly. Yet these same features 
turn them into repelling human forms 
that hang impersonally from the wall, 
softly lapping like laundry on the line 

Palmer applies surgical gauze with 
plaster to live i2odels, allows it te

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harden and then fills the plaster with 
latex or fiberglass. The procesg rep- 
roduces the human skin faithfully 
There are goose bumps, hardened nip- 
ples, and wnnkled knees. They almost 
should be touched to find out if the 
“skin” 1s still warm 


These skin - like forms appear eerie 
and haunting partly because of the 
process and partly because of Palmer's 
choice in assembling them. The 
process elongates the skins, so 
sometimes the torso and legs are stret- 
ched and flattened. Some of the pieces 
are only half of the body, some show 
only the back, but most are full frontai 
views. His most unusual pieces are the 
two that are roiled up in a glass case 
with only the head and toes visible 


Palmer turns the torso tnto a hard 
and more unrealistic form by using 
fiberglass. Two other pieces, cast in 
bronze, are of an almost African styie 


Paimer recently had a one - man 
show at LaMagna Gallery in New 
York. He has taught at several 
schools, including CSU, San Jose, 
where he taught sculpture. He curren- 
tly lives and works in San Francisco.

Though the Tubes consider 
themselves at one with San Francisco, 
their ongins harken back to Arizona, 

and of the geriatric set, where a hard 
rock band called the Beans merged 
with a San Francisco theatre rock 
unit oddly enough designated as 
Arizona, to form the Tubes 

Featuring such outcasts as a mus- 
cular equipment manager (Fee 
Waybili), and a “mistress of a 
demented art dealer” (Re Styles), the 
Tubes took to the road, promptly 
bombing as opening act for the 
Mahavishnu Orchestra. In what must 
have been an outrageously funny 
parody, Waybill did a John 
McLaughlin routine, donning an all 
white uniform and (in mimicking 
Mahavishnu's devetion to Sri Chin- 
moy), pledged his undying adulation 
to Wonder Bread. After distnbuting 
sixty loaves of bread to the audience, 
the group was shocked to find out that 
Wonder Bread (inside the cans and 
bortles) can also tear down a body in 

weive different ways 

But times have changed. There are 
no more loaves of Wonder Bread to 
distnbute because the Tubes have hit 
the big tume. One of the main reasons 
for this is that the Tubes are not 
merely highly talented actors, but 
strong, gifted musicians as well Utihiz- 
ing many complicated time changes to 
augment sterling musicianship

sessions}, the Tubes, in the words of 
Bil Spooner (founder, lead guitanst, 
and song whiter), “can get away with 
being so serious musically because of 
the fnvolous nature of the show.” 

Unhzing a synthesizer and two lead 
guitarists (Michael Cotton, Spooner 
and Roger Steen respectively), the 
music tends to be overpowering 
without the monotony that 
charactenzes other show - rock bands, 
such as Kiss. But where Kiss makes no 
bones about the fact that they are not 
really musicians, the Tubes should be

one position on the team. He plays this 
down by saying, “That could change 
next week. The real race will be the 
league championships, everyone will 
be at their best.” 


Last Saturday, Van Horn set anew 
course record at CSUS. He covered 
the five mile course in a time of 24:48. 





16 seconds faster than the previous 
record. It wasn't easy. 

He battled Bill Britton of CSU, 
Stanislaus. Britton is a well known 
Canadian distance runner who was 
favored to win. Britton challenged 
Van Horn the entire race, but Van 
Horn didn’t give in. He kept running 
harder 

“There were times when Britton 
and I were running side - by - side ona 
trail that was meant for only one per 
son,” he explained. “We hit elbows 
three or four times.”

Van Horn’s persistance in keeping 
the lead forced Britton to fall behind. 
Van Horn won by 40 yards 

Many of his teammates consider 
him the steadiest runner on the squad 


Coach Hitchcock describes him as a 
“power - runner.” He runs hard from 
start to finish. “But,” adds Hitchcock, 
“he's got the cardiovascular and mus- 
cular ability to do this.” 


Van Horn is up at 5 am. every 
morning and runs |2 to 17 miles daily 
Besides running and eating, his 
favonte hobbies are swimming, 


cycling, guitar strumming, and frisbee 
flinging. 

Coach Hitchcock believes Van 
Horn should place within the top five 
at the league championships this year 
as a treshman. He also has a very good 
chance of becoming an All- Amencan 
four years in a row. Coach Hitchcock 
points out, “Mike is an extremely 


determined individual. He is very self - 
motivated. When an athlete has the 
physical ability and this kind of deter- 
mination, he is very hard to beat.” 
Hitchcock has a right to smile 
when he says, “Mike has an excellent 
running career ahead of him.” This in- 
cludes three more years at CSUS

America has 
unfair income 
distribution 


A new study has found that of all 
the industnalized nations of the 
world, the United States maintains 
one of the most unfair systems of dis- 
iributing income 

The survey conducted by British 
economist Malcolm Sawyer ranks 12 
of the wealthiest industnal! nations on 
the basis of the disparity between the 
income of the nch and the income of 
the poor 

The study concludes the United 
States, France and Spain, maintain 
economic systems in which the gaps 
between the rich and the poor are the 
greatest. The statistics show that, in 
America, the poorest 20 percent of the 
households receive only 4.5 percent of 
the income. On the other hand, the 
richest 10 percent of US households 
account for 26.6 percent of the in- 
come 

Sawyer adds that the figures for the 
US probably underestimate the dis- 
panty because the rich generally 
under-report their incomes in 


America 

The countries rated the fairest in 
distributing income were the 
Netherlands, Sweden, Norway and

congressional reform, Sheedy said he 
is in favor of limiting the number of 
terms a congressman can serve. 

“It’s ndiculous,” said Sheedy, “to 
have 70 - and 80 - year - old men in the 
congress for 30 and 40 years when 
they’re worn out.” Sheedy complained 
these congressmen chair the key com- 
mittees not because of their intellect, 
but because they're constantly re - 
elected. 

Sheedy said he supports 
Proposition 14, and said he thinks it’s 
essential to bring the tarmworkers 
into the mainstream of the economic 
system of this state 

“When | was president of ine 
Young Democrats on this campus in 

1967 and 1968, I walked for the grape 
boycott,” said Sheedy. “I introduced 
resolutions to the board of supervisors 
to boycott lettuce, to boycott grapes 
and for resolutions in support of the 
farmworkers. The Republicans are 
going to emasculate the Agriculture 
Labor Relations Board until the 
farmworkers are in the same condition 
they were 30 years ago.”

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Boycott madness 


[hat old American tradition, free from all harassment for more 
than two centuries of this country’s existence, has now fallen into the 
boycott realm.

There are many misconceptions 
about Prop. 14 and one of them is flex 
ibility. The Hornet and others who op- 
pose 14, argue that it would make the 
farm labor law too inflexible for 
change. (It would take another 
initiative to make changes.) One great 
issue is that the rights of farm workers 
are just that too flexible, too expen- 
able, too often subject to change and 
alterations at the whim of the 
legislature, growers and others. Prop 
14 won't etch the law into stone, but it 
will make it more difficult to alter and 
therefore less subject to political lob- 
bying 

The Homet feels that Prop. 14 is 
unnecessary because the public 
opinion is on the side of the farm 
worker, that * any attempt by the 
State legislature to stop or stall the 
Agnculture Labor Relations Board 
(ALRB) or to infringe upon the farm 
worker's nghts to free elections will be 
mei with public outrage.”

Several times this week, I have 
been stopped by students inquiring 
about their applications for ap- 
pointments and subsequent promises 
made by David W. Ferris, Student 
Body President. After initially being 
contused as still a part of Ferris’s Ad- 
ministration, they expressed surprise 
and cyniasm after reading Ferris’s 
statement in last Friday's Hornet, “six 
ASI committee positions are vacant, 
and we're taking in applications,” and

The Supreme Courts of 
Cahtornia and the United States have 
upheld those mghts 

(omparnng access to policemen 
attempting to search your home 
withoul a warrant is incorrect. Using 
that same reasoning, one could then 
sa\ that the opponents of Prop. I4are 
like homeowners refusing policemen 
premises where a crime is being 
committed 

And a crime is being committed 
against the farm workers. For too 
many heartbreaking years their nghts 
to free secret - ballot elections have 
been denied, obstructed and delayed 
Don't be a party to that cnme any 
longer. Rather, help protect and en- 
courage the rights of the farm 
workers.

I was informed of a case that two 
different persons were promised the 
chair of a committee and a third per- 
son was appointed There are cases 
that Ferns has had to be virtually sued 
in the Board of Justic to appoint com- 
mittee approved and qualified people 
These are sloppy persona! Practices 
and some review and improvements 
are needed 

In addition, Mr Ferris has a 
Constitutional problem regarding ap 
pomwtments. The ASI Constitution 
Article VI, Section & states, “Vacan 
cies In any appointive office of the as 
sociation shall be filled in the manner 
of onginal appointment not later than 
thirty days after the vacancy occurs.” 
Original appointment means 
presidenual appointment and senate 
confirmation 


There is a debate when the thirty 
days begins, Spring Commencement 
day or the first day of the Fall 
Semester, regardless of either 
argument, no one can deny that the 
thirty days ended on September 28 
1976 (the thirtieth day of the 
semester). There are many cases that 
this Constitutional requirement has 
been violated by late and non - ap- 
pointrnents. The most recent case is 
Attorney General which did not in- 
dicate was and still 1s vacant 


Mr. Ferns appointed Stan Ba 
jounn for Attorney General dunng 
the summer and was rejected by the 
Senate (he was also rejected for Chief 
Jusuce). Last September, there were 
at least two additional qualified ap 
plications for the position (they were 
not nominated). Mr. Ferns had not 
nominated anyone until the re 
nomination of Mr. Bajoruin, Tues- 
day, October 19 This lapse of time is 
well over the 30 day provision of the 
Constitution 


There are several question which 
need to be considered and answered 
regarding appointment procedure 
What type of recruiting effort did Fer 
ris make for Attorney General and 
other positions? When and how did he 
publicize the position(s)? What groups 
(clubs, classes, etc.) did he contact an- 
d or speak with? Why did he 
nominate a once - reyected nomgnee” 
And the manner of his fe 
nomination”? The Senate has @sked 
Mr. Ferris, when he has attend@d the 
meetings, some of these guestiong§, and 
he has begged the question by @iver 
ting attention away from the qu@stion 
with his answes 


The re - nomination is a tcon- 
tinuation of confrontation politics 
between Mr. Ferris and the Senate 
Ferns and Bajourin, both graduate 
government = students, should 
understand the implication of the re 
appointment. Ineffect, Mr. Ferris said 
to the Senate. ‘you accent mv 
homunation twice last Tuesday by 
standing on it’s institutional function 
However as with many of these con- 
trontations, Mr. Ferns could have 
avoided it: ask the Senate to recon- 
sider the previous nomination and 
fadure to confirm This mistake 
among others is not helpful for Ferns 
or Student Government 


There are students deceived and 
disillusioned by the practices of the 
Ferns administration and the 
Constitution circumvented This 
negative publicity and allegations wil! 
not go away by ignoring the problem 
If Ferns and Student Government is 
senously interested in recruiting and 
involvig students in the ASI, they 
should review ithe practices and 
procedures of appointments, and con- 
sider the related Constitutional 
Provision governing appointments
